The prior art of record makes known and obvious a dental camera for intra/extra 
oral dental viewing having a handpiece with a handle portion and a distal end portion. 
However, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious the claimed 
limitations of a camera control unit mounted in a handle portion of a handpiece, wherein 
the camera control unit being configured to receive video data signals from a sensor 
assembly and to generate video output signals of an image from said video data 
signals.
